The Lord gave a promise to Joshua that should encourage the hearts of our graduating seniors: “As 
I was with Moses, so 1 will be with thee; I will not fail thee, nor forsake thee. Be strong and of good 
courage" (Joshua l:5b-6a). One of the primary purposes of WBOCBS is to equip men and women 
for leadership in the body of Christ. As you assume leadership positions you need to be reminded 
of the Lord's provision given to the previous generations of Christian leaders even as Joshua was 
reminded of God's faithfulness to Moses. 

I have written in the flyleaf of my Bible three essential qualities for leadership. I do not know where 
I read or heard these so I cannot give the proper recognition. 

First of all, there is Commitment to the cause. Ours is the greatest of all! I remember the words of 
David spoken to his jealous brother, “Is there not a cause?" What a privilege to be involved in the 
most important task on earth, namely the evangelization of the world. And God is looking for men 
and women totally committed to His cause; His work must be our priority. Dr. Don Hillis once 
said, “Every man is the product of his priorities." That is so true. 

Second, Leaderships will give time to the cause. As stewards of God, we shall give an account for our 
time. As one person said, “Life is like a coin; you can spend it any way you want, but you can only 
spend it once/' Nate Saint, that great missionary martyr said, “I'd rather be dead than live a life of 
obscure ease in so sick a world/' I pray that the Lord will enable you to invest your life in service for 
Him so that at the end of your life, you will not see wasted years. Every man's life and ministry is 
determined by a Sovereign God, and we know not when we shall stand before Him, but we can 
live every day for His honor and glory, Jim Elliot used to say, “Wherever you are, be all there. Live 
to the hilt every situation you believe to be in the will of God." Those are good words that reflect 
the same truth Paul communicated in Colossians3:17, “And whatever you do in word or deed, do 
all in the name of the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father by Him/' 

Third, leadership will manifest Loyalty to the cause. Be loyal to Jesus Christ and His Holv Word! Be 
loyal to the person under whom and with whom you work, and when you can no longer be loyal 
then remove yourself from the place of ministry. At our Lord's Last Supper, we see three different 
illustrations of the disciples' loyalty. First, we see Judas whose loyalty was based on selfishness. 
He would be loyal as long as it benefited him and his cause. Then, we see Peter whose loyalty was 
based on the situation. In the Upper Room he would lay down his life for the Lord, but bv the coals 
of fire with the enemy he denied his Lord, And third, was John whose loyalty was based on 
sacrifice. As our blessed Lord hung on the Cross, John was the only apostle who stood by Him, 
And by identifying with the Lord, John could have been crucified as well, but his loyalty went to 
the extent of sacrifice. 

1 pray our Lord shall give you a fruitful life and ministry in the leadership of the Church of Jesus 
Christ. Make sure you are committed to His cause; invest your life and time for that cause; and 
remain loyal to his cause, that at the end of life He will say to you, “Well done, good and faithful 
servant."

Each word evokes a similar response: the former embodies the 
latter. Christ Himself said, "Greater love hath no man than this, 
that a man lay down his life for his friends".

Formal classroom Bible study is not 
possible for a large number of 
adults. Because of this, Washing¬ 
ton Bible College has brought the 
classroom to many homes, from 
Maine to Washington and Florida 
to California, through correspond¬ 
ence study. 

The correspondence school had its 
beginnings in 1917 with the found¬ 
ing of the American Home Bible 
Institute, Mr. George A, Miles was 
president of this institute when it 
merged with several others in 1938 
to form Washington Bible Institute 
(now College). Through the years 
correspondence study has con¬ 
tinued as an integral part of 
Washington Bible College's out¬ 
reach ministry. 

The most popular courses are those 
of Old and New Testament Survey, 


and such practical courses as Per¬ 
sonal Evangelism and the Christian 
Home and Family. Mr, Miles has 
written the courses on the Gospel 
of John, Bible Prophecy, and Per¬ 
sonal Evangelism, while Dr. Fow¬ 
ler has contributed one on the Holy 
Spirit. Other members of the col¬ 
lege and siminary faculties have 
written various Bible book studies, 
Christian Evidences, How to Study 
the Bible, and Dynamic Christian 
Living, 

Many of our courses utilize text¬ 
books produced by the Evangel¬ 
ical Teacher Training Association, 
and lead to the awarding of an 
E.T.T, A. certificate (awarded joint¬

The 
Federal Government has five pro¬ 
grams — Pell Grant, Supplemental 
Educational Opportunity Grant 
(SEGG), Guaranteed Student Loan 
(GSL), National Direct Student 
Loan (NDSL), and the College 
Work-Studv. Two of these pro¬ 
grams are gitts ot money (the two 
grants), two are loan programs and 
one is job-based on financial need 
and the other is arbitrary-based

The 1984 Cougar Soccer team 
finished the season with a record of 
4-12, including a 1-6 mark in the 
Conference.

There are certain words that be¬ 
come part of the Christian's voca¬ 
bulary and because of their repeti¬ 
tion can lose their significance. One 
such word is "relationships". 
There is much talk on Christian 
campuses about "building 
meaningful relationships." The 
Lord Jesus Christ talked about 
three relationships the believer has 
on earth in the fifteenth chapter of 
the Gospel of John. The first one is 
in verses 1-11 which is our rela¬ 
tionship with the Lord Jesus Christ 
Himself. The second one is in 
verses 12-17 which is our rela¬ 
tionship with believers. The third 
one is in verses 18-27 which is our 
relationship with the world. 

In verses 1-11 we have the most 
important relationship which is 
given in the anaology of the Vine 
and the Branches, The key thought 
is not "bearing fruit" or "becoming 
a Christian" but "abiding". The 
word "abide" appears ten times 
and Jesus Christ says that the key 
to our relating to Him is "abiding". 
How well I remember a Christian 


father who sobbed and sobbed 
upon the shoulders of his son who 
was just sentenced 20 years to life 
in prison in Virginia. Having heard 
the sentence the father cried, "O 
my son, if only I could have im¬ 
parted to you my life and my de¬ 
sires -— if only 1 could put my life 
into you that you might become the 
man I had intended you to be." I 
wonder how many times our 
Saviour with an aching heart says 
the same to His wayward children. 
As the True Vine He has imparted 
His life to us that we might become 
the men and women of God He 
wants us to be. But all too often He 
must say, "but when 1 look over 
your life I don't see the product I 
had in mind." John 15:1-11 is writ¬ 
ten that we might be the people of 
God He wants us to be. The three 
keys to that abiding are: (1) to be 
cleansed by the Word (v. 3); (2) 
controlled by the Spirit (v. 4,5); and 
(3) committed to obedience (v. 10). 
The results of our abiding in Christ 
are: (I) answered prayer (v. 7); (2) 
demonstrated discipieship (v. 8); 
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(3) a deeper expression of Christ's 
love (9,10); and (4) fullness of joy 
(v. 11), 

In verses 12-17 we have the second 
major relationship which is the 
Christian's relationship to other 
Christians which should result in 
friendship. The two key words are 
love (4 times) and friends (3 times). 
Our Lord wants us to have deep 
friendships based on His love. 
Verses 12-17 should be looked 
upon as a sandwich with love as 
the bread and 4 layers inside. All 
the commandments which Jesus 
gave are reduced to one — "This is 
my commandment, that ye love 
one another, as I have loved you." 
{v. 12). This loving friendship rela¬ 
tionship is characterized in four 
ways. First it is DEMONSTRATED 
BY SACRIFICE (v. 13). The greatest 
expression of love is to lay down 
your life for that person — it is the 
ultimate sacrifice. Yet, we know 
the Lord had something more in 
mind than this for you can only lay 
down your life once, but we are 
commanded to keep on loving one 

















another. No doubt He means that 
we are to delight in going out of our 
way for our friends which becomes 
a great delight to our hearts. 
Secondly, a good friend is DEDI¬ 
CATED TO SPECIFICS (v. 24). You 
don't hassle over basic philosophy 
of life or ministry with a good 
friend — you agree in heart and 
you have common goals and pur¬ 
poses. Thirdly, there is the DIS¬ 
CUSSION OF SECRETS (v. 15). 
Jesus says. Men, 1 no longer con¬ 
sider you as servants for "the ser¬ 
vant knoweth not what his lord 
doeth; but 1 have called you friends 
for all things that I have heard of 
my Father I have made known unto 
you/' We can share our secrets 
with our loving friends without 
fear of our confidences being bet¬ 
rayed. Remember in Genesis when 
God came to Abraham in the garb 
of a man saying, "Shall I hide from 
Abraham that thing which J do?" 
The answer was no! Why? Because 
Abraham was called the Friend of 
God and with a friend, there is a 
discussion of secrets! Fourthly, 
with a friend, there is a DESIRE 
FOR SUCCESS (v. 16). Our Lord 
Jesus was committed to their suc¬ 
cess — being all that God wanted 
them to be! As the hymn says: 
"There's not a friend like the lowly 
Jesus, No not one! No, not one!" 
But thank God for those abiding in 
Christ through whom He lives His 
life and who become good friends 
based on our love relationship with 
Him! 

In verses 18-27 the subject changes 
from "love" to "hate"; from 
"friends" to "enemies". It has to do 
with the believer's relationship to 
the world system. We are to expect 


rejection, hostility, even to be killed 
because of our union with Jesus 
Christ. Our response to this treat¬ 
ment is to "bless them that curse 
you, do good to them that hate 
you, and pray for them who de- 
spitefully use you, and persecute 
you/' (Matthew' 5:44) + 

We fulfill this verse by (1) depend¬ 
ing upon the ministry of the Holy 
Spirit (v. 26), (2) declaring the mes¬ 
sage of Jesus Christ (v. 27) and (3) 
demonstrating the magnificence of 
God the Father (16:1). We are to 
keep looking up to the True Vine 
who desires to live His life through 
us; to look around for those friends 
He brings to us that encourage and 
support us; to keep walking ahead 
even as the world around rejects 
us! The Christian is to be a living 
testimony ready for service or sacri¬ 
fice! 

A true story is told of a seminary 
student in Hamburg, Germany 
who stepped into the President's 
office and announced, "I quit'/ 
The demand was too great. The 
President asked for three minutes 
of his time and led the student to a 
large oil painting on the wall of the 
student's lounge. Centered in the 
picture was an ox. On one side was 
a plow, a symbol of service; on the 
other side an altar, a symbol of sac¬ 
rifice. Under the picture was this 
caption, "Ready for either or 
both." For several minutes the stu¬ 
dent stood as though under a spell. 
The implication was only too clear, 
a true servant of God must be ready 
for either service or sacrifice. The 
student returned to the President's 
office and said, "I've changed my 
mind." May we, too, press on in 


the midst of a Christ-rejecting soci¬ 
ety and count it all loss that we 
might hear Him say "Well done, 
thou good and faithful servant."
